Altliough our Oily Oouncil does not move 
along as rapidly as on. old and expciienccd 
body, or as wo may fairly osiiect llieni to do 
in tlio courao of six months, yot, at their last 
sitting tlio business commenced or in co!ii'.sc of 
completion compares favorably with tlic work 
done at any ono sitting of tho Assembly. Tlu- 
report on nuisances, as a gonerol thin;,', is !;i'od 
— nmny of its loatiiros closcrviiii? pn)iiipt al- 
Iciitioii, not tho least ol which is protculioii 
ngixinst filliiiir up om- harbor. 'J'liao iiri; oiiu 
or two oilier siibjeets clesurvi!);? of speeial no- 
tice. For instance, Uio r.'uil to tho Spriii^^s 
oii"ht to be improved immediately— in iul- 
vuiiccor the rainy season. Altliouu'h wo favor 
tiic speedy establishment of water-worl< 5, eillier 
in the whole or in part by tl'.e city, nr Iiy a 
chartered company, still tliat caiinol bcdoiioat 
once, so as to obviate llio necessity of a road 
to the springs. Tho latter has to be di.ne 
whether tbero>be a water coniiiany m not.

Another is, wo want hy- 
drants at every corner as a ptoteclion airainsl 
lire. Without, water in ■greater abundance 
than ci.sterns supply, our town will still be 
but partially i\isurod against tire. To help 
on public work", we observe that -Mr. Searby 
lias brought lor ward a motion to ta.v real 
estate tive-eighihs of ono per cent, at once, 
through a special act of the Assenildy. Now 
we have no carllily objection to raisin^; 
ta.ves ; but when it is p!op.i.-ud to raise them 
from real estate, wo want to know wiiothor 
personal property— whether the nnn-proper- 
licd portion of our city is to bear an etpial 
.share ! If Councilhira are disposed to fall 
into the financial schemes of the Assembly 
and make really bear an undue share of 
ta.xes, they will secure a very strorii; upposi- 
tion from property-holders.

From the Oeatral American Slates we 
have not to chronicle tho usual amount of in- 
testine feuds. From Guatemala to Costa 
Rica all was ((iiiet by the Ia.st accounts. 
The re-openinj^ of the Nicaragua Transit 
Route will take place ne.vt iiMinh, when it 
ie said the Moses Tayl u- v,il; comMCUoo to 
run. In the meanlimo ilio w^nks ,110 boiii- 
pushed forward ene[;;eticall\'. .Maltuia'-; 
for tho company have uirivcd in largo quaii- 
ulics at San .luan, oa tho oust coast. The 
failure of the corn crop this year in Nica- 
lagua has caused greiit distress among the 
poorer classes ; at the same time money is 
very scarce. 

The news. from New Granada presents 
the ordinary' quota of petty quarrels. At 
Panama the Governor of the State published 
a manifesto declaring; that Getieral iMoscpiera, 
Provisiimui President ni' iho Hei.iiblic, h.iil, 
through his agenl, Col. Santa (Jolonia, vio- 
lated the sovereign rights of the Slate. It 
seems that while ihe (ioviTnor Guardia was 
ul Santiago, a prnclaiualiun was issued at 
the instance ol Col. .'^aiita Columa dopo.«ing 
Guatdia and sulisiiiuiini,' tJov. Dio.i. Gen. 
Mosquera, the President, has annulled Ihu

Letter from Fort Alexandria. 

l''oKr' .•\i.r.\.\.NiiRiA, .Vu;;u,5t Hi, iSli'J. 
Dk.mi "■■ * * •* We havo arrived here 
to-day, after leaving oirr horses irr the Bella 
Coula valley, as wo found Slide No. 2 live 
miles long, and quite impassable. Great 
Slide at head of valley is barely prrssable for 
foot pa^sen;;ers. After arriviii;; al the top of 
this Slide an undiilatin:; country eomaienee.s, 
and lire Indian trail passes along iho ridges 
of various hills in an ESE direction, and 40 
miles brings us to the greal precipice, almost 
impassable also. We then juoeecd over a 
country covered with fallen timber ami va- 
rious swamp.-i, for about SO miles. The 
Bwanijis are barely passable lor foot ]ias,scn- 
;^ers, anil then there is about thirty miles of 
as rorri;;h roud ;<s need bo lourrd in the 
world— over rouk, nint,',and granilo. The 
country is barren in Ihe eslrenis ; and I may 

j say that not an acre of cultivable lami 
e\i-;t.< v.\ lhe.<c rei;ivms. So llie Indians say 
whenever we metjl thciii. They tell us that 
all is the sMiie, iKiiiiiiiig iiorllr and east, and 
lhat iir a iiortlieriy dircc:ioii the swamps are 
impene(r:ililn aiu! too vast lor Indiairs everr 
to travel over thom. .Pitntaa, wo arri.vod at 
about () days I'roiti the valley of Bella Coola, 
and here we plainly saw Ihe yap, in a soirtli- 
eily diuelion of llie Bute Inli.'t Kirite. 
About ihis re:;iou of I'aiilza there is Iniirch- 
yrass o.vlendin:: over a', out lit) miles of road. 
The fearfully c.vlraoidiiiary .stories told about 
this route sound somewhat ridiculous to tho 
traveler as he passes over the ocuntry aboui 
which so mucdi has boon made. Tho Bella 
Co;da N'lillcy, in its preseirl state, is Ihe 

j only part ol llie read over \\iiieli goods can 
be trairsportcd, and lhat must be dniin by 
water or pack Indians ; otherwise, lior.ies 
being used for the purpose, will be ruined. 
I believe that a trail may be m.ido to .Vle.v- 
anilii.i al a eo^l oriroiri ten to li.'teeii Ihoim- 
aiui pmiiul-) hteiliii'.;, and not .-^hoil of the 
X'1.5,0Ui) belliie il is in i;oud pas.-.ablt! order.

We hear tales of men 
making this distance iu days, and weio 
told the snmo story before we lelt Bella 
Cii(da \'alley, but fortunately did not give 
li(!cd lo the litatcmeiils w <■ obtoincd. or we 
riii^iht havo been short ol [irovi.sions helore 
our journey was half over. 

1 have only lo add lhat a route may bo 
made with money, and as cheaply perhaps 
as through the Eraser district ; but can the 
necessary capital bo fourrd to ensnro the 
iniuiediale (.'.■veeuliiMi ol llii ; work ? and il' ! 
so, what harlior is there? Tiii.-i 1 leave I'm' ; 
nautical men to answer. 'I'hc ii:iid ll.it at : 
the head of the haibor of IJenlinck Ai m is j 
three f|iiartf'rs of a mile long, ami then the j 
tide covers ihe land for lialf a league more, 
and t!ie river i.- not navigable up uny por- 
tion of Ihc Bella Cool-.i N'alley for small | 
stcamei.'. The water is very shallow, and 
the bed is full of immense block.; ol granite, 
an I il.e bends loo short for a steamer lo ! 
iiirti in. This I am informed uf by compe- j 
lenl iud;,'cs. 

'i'le.-se are the simple facts regarding this 
route, and I wrile them in a great liuii'y ; 
therefore I have not time to give a more i 
deiailed account of the route, but be assured 
of liii.s — that neither this yea,' or ne.\t will 
the route bo made. 'I'ho e.\penso is too 
groat in a barren and unproductive country 
to wairanl il, and Iho route (the olil Indian 
trail) tcruling southerly iristearl of iiorllierly, 
i:' a ;;rcal disadvant;ij;o, you will ob-icrve, 
forming a triaii;^le between the Slide and 
Alexandria. 

Wc left .Mr. Hood in tho valley with his 
hor.-es. w lih h hf. brought up by Labomdiere. 
1 1H11--1 now say adieu. We go to the ininiii;:; 
region fioui this place in a fortnight, lo have 
a look round, and l.'ieri to come homo by 
Lillooet anil Fort llojio.
